Replying to your favour of September 18th, we here 
generally remove tarnish and superficial dirt with a weak - 
solution of potassium cyanide, or a weak solution of ame 
monia in warm water. The former we do not generally ad=. 
vise; we have had good results with the ammonia. 


If the copper coins are badly corroded, *fapadeastt 
and soda crystals will oftentimes remove this. And car- 
bonate of soda with a drop of acetic acid often works.
